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CONSTITUTION 
of 

Columbia  Lodges  No.  2

PREAMBLE 

For  the  purpose  of  effecting  uniformity  in 
the  administration  of  the  privileges,  honors, 
and  ber.efits  of  Oddfellowship  within  this  juris- 
diction, the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  ordains  the  following  Con- 
stitution of  Subordinate  Lodges  under  its 
jurisdiction: 

ARTICLE  I. 

Name,  etc. 

Sec.  1. — This  Lodge  shall  consist  of  at  least 
five  members  of  the  Third  Degree,  including 
one  qualified  to  preside  at  its  meetings,  to  be 
hailed  and  entitled  Columbia  Lodge  No.  2, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  holding  a 
legal  and  unreclaimed  charter,  granted  or 
sanctioned  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  OJd  Fellows,  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia.     It  cannot  vol- 
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untarily  surrender  its  charter,  or  dissolve,  so 
long  as  five  brothers  in  good  standing  object 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Of  Membership 

Sec.  1. — All  candidates  for  initiation  must 
be  free  white  males,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  and  upwards,  of  sound  health,  of  good 
moral  character  and  industrious  habits,  having 
some  known  reputable  means  of  support,  and 
believe  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being, 
the  Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe,  and 
is  not  a  hotelkeeper  licensed  to  sell  intoxi- 
cating liquors,  a  saloon-keeper,  a  bar-tender  or 
a  professional  gambler,  and  be  proposed  in  the 
Lodge  nearest  his  residence,  except  that  Lodge 
grant  permission  for  his  joining  another 
Lodge;  provided  that  application  for  member- 
ship may  be  made  to  any  Lodge  nearest  the 
residence  of  the  applicant,  in  the  same  district. 
A  person  may  be  admitted  to  any  Lodge  in  the 
city  or  village  in  which  he  resides;  but  all 
candidates  for  initiation  must  reside  in  this 
jurisdiction,  except  such  candidates  as  may 
apply  from  any  other  Province.  State,  or  Ter- 
ritories, where  there  is  no  Grand  Lodge  or 
District  Deputy  Orand  Sire  located,  or  per- 
mission be  first  obtained  from  the  officers  of 
the  jurisdiction  in  which  the  candidates  reside. 
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Sec.  2. — All  candidates  for  membership  by 
deposit  of  card,  or  certificate  of  dismissal,  or  as 
Ancient  Odd  Fellows,  shall  deposit  their  cards 
or  certificates  with  their  propo-ition,  or  furnish 
satisfactory  evidence  that  such  card  or  certifi- 
cate has  been  lost.  In  the  case  of  the  appli- 
cation of  a  brother  who,  within  six  months 
previous  to  such  application,  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  a  Lodge  which  has  merged  into  or 
united  with  this  Lodge,  the  vote  necessary  to 
receive  shall  be  a  majority  vote. 

Sec.  3. — Xo  suspended  or  expelled  member 
of  the  Order  can  be  admitted  to  membership 
in  this  Lodge,  except  on  a  dismissal  certificate., 
or  on  being  reinstated,  and  receiving  a  withr 
drawal  card  from  the  Lodge  which  suspended 
or  expelled  him,  or  from  the  Grand  Secretary, 
as  prescribed  by  law,  and  this  Lodge  shall  not 
admit  to  membership  any  member  of  an  ex- 
pelled Lodge  without  permission  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British   Columbia. 

Sec.  4. — A  non-aflfiliated  Odd  Fellow  who 
has  been  regularly  initiated  in  the  Order,  and 
has  retained  membership  in  the  Order  for  at 
least  five  consecutive  years,  and  who  at  the 
time  of  making  application  for  reinstatement 
to  membership  shall  be  over  50  years  of  age, 
may  be  admitted  to  membership  of  this  Lodge 
as  a  non-bcneficial  member,  upon  such  terms 
as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe,  by  presenting  a 
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petition  as  required  r.nder  Sec.  1,  Article  III., 
for  proposals  for  membership  by  initiation, 
which  shall  be  disposed  of  according  to  said 
Section. 

The  membership  of  a  brother  admitted  by 
deposit  of  card,  or  as  a  non-affiliate,  shall  date 
from  the  time  of  his  signing  the  Constitution 
and  By-laws  of  the  Lodge  he  joins. 

Sec.  5. — When  an  application  for  member- 
ship is  received  from  a  person  residing  nearer 
to  another  Lodge  than  to  the  one  to  which  the 
application  is  made,  the  Lodge  receiving  such 
application  shall  communicate  the  fact  to  the 
Lodge  nearest  the  residence  of  such  applicant, 
and  shall  enquire  whether  such  person  is  a  fit 
and  proper  person  to  be  admitted  into  our 
Order,  and.  if  in  the  same  district,  shall  also 
ask  the  consent  of  such  Lodge  to  receive  and 
act  upon  such  application;  and  it  shall  take  no 
further  action  upon  such  application  until  an 
answer  is  received  to  such  communication. 
The  Lodge  receiving  such  communication  shall 
appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  investigate  the 
character,  standing  and  health  of  the  petitioner, 
in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  application  were 
made  directly  to  such  Lodge.  Such  committee 
shall  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Lodge,  and  a  certified  copy  of  the  report,  to- 
gether with  a  certified  copy  of  the  minutes 
showing  the  action  of  the  Lodge  upon  the  re- 
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quest  for  consent  to  receive  and  act  upon  the 
application  (if  such  consent  was  necessary) 
shall  be  forthwith  forwarded  to  the  Lodge  in 
which  such  application  is  Hied,  and  said  last 
named  Lodge  may  then  proceed  upon  such 
application  as  in  other  cases,  except  that,  if 
it  be  a  case  where  the  consent  of  the  other 
Lodge  is  necessary,  and  that  consent  be  re- 
fused, the  petitioner's  money  (if  any  has  been 
paid)  shall  be  returned,  and  no  further  action 
shall  be  had  in  the  premises. 

Sec.  6. — Every  applicant  for  membership 
must  furnish  a  certificate  of  good  health  from 
a  qualified  medical  practitioner  before  being 
balloted  for. 

Sec.  7. — After  a  brother  has  become  sixty 
year-  of  age.  and  has  been  a  contributing 
member  for  twenty-five  consecutive  years,  his 
name  shall  not  be  dropped  from  the  roll  by 
virtue  of  his  being"  more  than  one  year  in 
arrears  for  non-payment  of  dues,  but  he  shall 
be  retained  as  a  non-beneficial  member  and  as 
such  shall  be  entitled  to  the  pass-word  and 
fellowship  of  Lodges.  Such  non-beneficial 
member  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  active 
members,  except  benefits.  They  cannot  be 
required  to  pay  dues,  and  Subordinate  Lodges 
shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  per  capita  tax 
on    them.     Such    non-beneficial    members    may 
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be  reinstated  in  the  manner  provided  for  th. 
reinstatement  of  drojiped  members  l)y  tin. 
Constitution  and    I'y-la>vs   of  the   Lodg 


Sec.  8. — A  member  of  tiie  Order  in  posses- 
sion of  an  Official  Certilicate  or  Vi>iting  Card 
changing  his  residence  from  the  Territorial 
Juri>diction  of  his  Lodge  to  the  Territorial 
Juri.^diction  of  another,  and  desiring  to  unite 
with  a  Lodge  at  his  new  place  of  residence, 
upon  making  application  for  membership,  ac- 
companied by  his  Official  Certit-cate  or  Vi>ii- 
ing  Card,  showing  his  dues  paid  in  advance  and 
being  elected  as  provided  by  local  law.  upon 
notice  being  sent  by  the  Secretary  t  >  ' 
Lodge,  said  Lodge  shall,  unless  charges  are 
pending  against  him.  without  ballot  and  with- 
out fee.  issue  a  Transfer  Certificate  and  send 
the  same,  at  once,  to  the  Secretary  sending  for 
the  same;  and  upon  receipt  of  the  Transfer 
Certificate,  the  member  ^hall  be  entitled  to 
sign  the  Constitution  and  become  a  member  of 
his  new  Lodge  without  the  payment  of  any 
admission  fee;  provided,  that  if  a  physician's 
certificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the  expense 
of  the  sa: 

The  Secretary  shall  immediately  report  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  issuing  the  Trans- 
fer Certificate  the  date  of  signing  the  Constitu- 
tion   of   the   new    Lodge   atid   he    shall    make    a 
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record  thereof,  and  the  old  Lodge  shall  im- 
mediately refund  to  the  member  all  dues  paid 
in  advance  of  the  date  of  signing  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  new  Lodge. 

The  issuing  of  a  Transfer  Certificate  shall 
sever  membership  in  the  Lodge  issuing  it;  pro- 
vided, that  if  a  member  becomes  sick  or  dis- 
abled, or  should  die  before  the  date  to  which 
his  dues  are  paid  and  before  completing  his 
membership  by  signing  the  Constitution  of  his 
new  Lodge,  then  said  Transfer  Certificate  shall 
be  cancelled  and  returned  to  the  Lodge  issuing 
the  same  and  said  member  shall  retain  his 
beneficial  standing  in  his  old  Lodge  the  same 
as  though  the  Transfer  Certificate  had  not  been 
issued. 

If  the  member  fails  to  sign  the  Constitution 
of  the  new  Lodge  within  three  months  after  the 
date  of  his  election,  the  Transfer  Certificate 
shall  be  cancelled  and  returned  to  the  Lodge 
issuing  the  same  and  the  member  shnl!  hold  the 
same  standing  in  his  old  Lodge  as  though  the 
Transfer  Certificate  had  not  been  issued. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Of  Propositions  for  Membership 

Sec.  ]. — The  name  of  a  person  ofTered  for 
membership,  by  Initiation,  Transfer  Certificate 
or  Deposit  of  Card,  with  his  age.  residence  and 
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occupation,  must  be  proposed  by  a  member  in 
writing,  signed  by  the  applicant,  with  the 
names  of  two  persons  as  references  attached, 
and  entered  upon  the  record;  and  forthwith  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  three  members  for 
investigation,  who  shall  report  at  the  next 
succeeding  regular  meeting  (unless  extraordi- 
nary circumstances  prevent),  when  the  candi- 
date may  be  balloted  for  with  ball  ballots,  and, 
if  no  more  than  two  black  balls  appear,  the 
candidate  shall  be  declared  elected;  but  if  three 
or  more  appear,  he  shall  be  deemed  rejected. 


Sec.  2. — No  reconsideration  of  an  unfavor- 
able ballot  can  be  had  unless  all  the  Brothers 
who  may  cast  black  balls  against  an  applicant 
for  membership  voluntarily  make  a  motion  for 
a  reconsideration  of  the  ballot,  and  never  more 
than  one  motion  for  the  reconsideration  in  the 
same  case  shall  be  allowed;  and  in  such  case 
the  vote  on  the  reconsideration  shall  be  taken 
by  ball  ballots,  and,  if  the  balls  be  cast  in  favor 
of  it,  the  reconsideration  shall  be  had;  where- 
upon the  .'oplication  shall  lie  over  until  the  suc- 
ceeding meeting  when  another  ballot  shall  be 
had  with  ball  ballots,  and,  if  the  same  be  un- 
animously in  favor  of  the  applicant,  he  shall 
thereby  be  elected;  but  if  one  or  more  black 
balls  appear  in  either  ballot,  the  applicant  shall 
be  rejected.       Provided,  always,  that  such  re- 
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consideration    shall    be    had    within    the    four 
meeting  nights  next  succeeding  the  rejection. 

If  a  person  has  been  irregularly  elected 
through  fraud  or  error  (and  by  the  word  "irre- 
gularly" illegally  or  fraudulently  is  meant)  a 
majority  of  the  Lodge  can,  previously  to  the 
applicant's  initiation,  order  a  new  ballot. 

In  all  cases  where  a  candidate  for  member- 
ship has  been  elected,  but  subsequent  to  his 
election  and  prior  to  his  initiation  the  Lodge 
shall  become  satisfied  that  he  is  unworthy,  it 
shall  be  competent  for  the  Lodge  to  annul  such 
election  and  declare  it  void  by  a  majority  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  in  which 
case  a  fresh  ballot  shall  be  taken. 

Sec.  3. — If  it  is  alleged  that  an  error  has 
been  made  in  depositing  black  balls  at  the  bal- 
loting for  a  candidate  for  membership,  the 
Lodge  may  immediately  thereafter  take  a 
second  ballot  in  order  to  verify  the  alleged 
error. 

Sec.  4. — Every  member  shall  sign  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-laws  of  this  Lodge  on  his 
admission   thereto. 

Sec.  5. — When  a  candidate  for  initiation  has 
been  rejected,  notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  with- 
nut    delay    to    the    Grand    Secretary,    and     he 
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cannot  bo  propo-nl  again  in  any  Lodge  tor  the 
-pace    of    Olio    year    after    snch    rejection.     All 
other  ai)plio;iiioii<  for  nicinber^^hip  may  be  re 
newod  at   any   time. 

Sec.  f). — A  prop(^<ition  can  be  withdrawn 
after  being  referred  to  a  committee,  and  briore 
the  repf)rt  of  the  eoninn'ttee  ha-;  been  read  to 
the  Lodge,  bnt  not  afterward>. 

Sec.  T. —  !f  any  jicr^on  shall  gain  admittance 
to  any  Lodge  npon  a  petition  containing  any 
false  representations,  ho  shall  be  expelled. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Of  Fees,  Dues  and  Benefits 

Sec.  1. — The  fees  of  tlii-  Lodge  shall  not  be 
le-s  than  ten  dolhirs  for  initiation:  five  dollars 
for  admi--ion  by  Withdrawal  Card;  ten  dollars 
for  an  Ancient  Odd  Fellow;  or  by  depo-it  of  a 
Dismi---:il  Certificate;  three  dollars  eacli  f<ir 
First  and  Second  Degree,  and  four  dollar-  for 
the  Tliird  Degree  to  the  Lodge  Fund,  and  -uch 
amount  of  dues  to  the  Lodge  Fund  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  By-laws,  which  shall  in  no 
case  be  le--  than  $12.00  per  year,  in  addition  to 
which  the  Lodge  may,  by  its  By-laws,  provide 
for  a  Widows'.  Orphans'  and  Education  Fund, 
and  Xurse  and  Funeral  T:ix,  and  for  extraordi- 
nary a-?c.-smcnl?  for  Lodge  purpo=;es.     T.odges 
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may  make  pnAi-ioii  in  ilu-ir  Uy-law-  t<»  .-^et 
a-i(lL-  \i\v  \nv  t-cnt.  of  tlu-ir  rrccipl-  from  (luc>

by  the  P.y-law.-  of  hi-  Lodge,  -hall,  in  ca-e  of 
i)eing  disabled  by  .sickne--  or  bodily  accident 
•not  occasioned  by  drunkennes.-,  or  other  im- 
moral conduct  on  lii-  i)art).  from  following  any 
occupation,  or  otherwi-e  earning  a  livelihood, 
be  entitled  to  and  may  receive  such  weekly 
benefit-  as  may  be  tixed  by  By-law.  from  the 
funds  of  the  T,odge:  Provided  always,  that  such 
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benefits  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  ten  dollars 
per  week  for  each  dollar  of  monthly  contribu- 
tion, and  provided  always,  that  no  Lodge  shall 
continue  to  pay  the  above  rate  of  benefits  for  a 
longer  period  than  six  months'  continuous  sick- 
ness, after  which  time  it  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  i^even  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each 
dollar  of  monthly  contribution;  and  further, 
that  after  the  expiration  of  twelve  months'  con- 
tinuous sickness,  no  Lodge  shall  pay  greater 
benefits  than  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  per 
week  for  each  dollar  of  monthly  contribution. 
For  members  not  having  the  Scarlet  Degree, 
the  benefits  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  six 
dollars  per  week  for  the  first  six  months,  four 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  week  for  the  next 
six  months,  and  after  which  three  dollars  per 
week  during  term  of  sickness,  for  each  dollar 
of  monthly  contribution.  No  Lodge  shall  pay 
less  than  two  dollars  per  week  as  sick  benefits 
for  the  first  twelve  months'  continuous  sick- 
ness, nor  after  that  period  shall  sick  benefits 
be  reduced  to  less  than  one  dollar  per  week. 

Lodges  may  provide  by  By-law  that  no 
benefits  shall  be  paid  to  members  for  the  first 
one  week  or  two  weeks'  sickness,  nor  to  any 
but  Scarlet  Degree  members. 

In  all  cases  where  a  sick  member  has  re- 
ceived benefits,  and  by  reason  of  the  recovery 
of  his  health  ceased  to  be  entitled  to  benefits,  if 
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he  fall  >ick  again  within  six  months  from  the 
(late  ui  his  ceasing  to  receive  benefits,  such 
^icl<ncss  shall  be  considered  as  a  continuation 
of  hi-«  previous  sickness,  and  he  shall  be  placed 
in  the  >ame  position  as  when  he  ceased  to  re- 
ceive benefits,  but.  if  six  months  shall  have 
elapsed  from  the  date  of  his  restoration,  and 
he  fall  sick,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  full 
benefits. 


Sec.  3. — All  fines  and  assessments  of  any 
nature  shall  at  the  end  of  each  term  (June  30th 
and  December  31st  respectively),  be  charged 
as  dues  against  a  Brother. 

^cc.  4. — When  any  member's  account  shows 
an  indebtedness  of  thirteen  weeks'  dues,  the 
Hrother  shall  not  be  entitled  to  benefits,  and 
the  Secretary  >ha!l  notify  the  Brother  of  the 
fact  without  delay. 


Sec.  5. — In  c;i'«e  of  the  death  of  a  member, 
qualified  as  reciuired  by  the  By-laws  of  his 
Lodcrc.  thtrc  >hall  be  allowed  from  the  Lodge 
not  lesN  tliaii  thirty  dollars  to  defray  the  ex- 
pen -cs  of  the  burial,  to  be  paid  by  the  Xoble 
Grand  on  account  of  the  funeral.  In  the 
al,sence  of  competent  relation,  the  Xoble 
Graiul  Hl-.all  take  charge  of  the  funeral,  and 
rciiocr  an  account  oi   ihc  disbursements. 
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Sec.  ft. — The  funeral  expenses  and  >ick  bc.ie- 
fits  shall  be  rcgnlatcd  by  the  By-lawN  of  the 
LotlKe,  and  all  orders  drawn  for  the  above  shall 
be  by  vote  of  the  Lodge. 

Sec.  7. — Lodges  may  provide  by  By-law  to 
emph)y  a  Physician  to  attend  members  in  good 
standing  when  sick,  and  furnish  them  with 
medicine,  and  pay  a  stipulated  sum  per  annum 
for  such  service-*  out  of  the  funds. 

Sec.  8. — Lodj-es  may  by  By-law  ';.\  the  time 
after  admission  at  which  a  member  shall  be- 
come entitled  to  benelits.  but  a  member  ad- 
mitted on  an  unexpired  Withdrawal  Card  shall 
be  entitled  to  benctits  upon  his  admis.sion  to 
membership  after  >igninf;  the  Constitution  and 
By-laws. 

Sec.  9. — Any  Subordinate  Lodge  of  this 
jurisdiction  may  enact  a  By-law  providing  that 
any  member  of  tliis  Lodge  residing  \vithin  a 
radius  of  two  miles  f)f  this  Lodge  failing  to 
\i-it  his  Lodge  at  least  once  in  every  three 
months  may  be  Inied  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for 
each  three  months  of  continuous  absence,  the 
same  to  be  charged  at  the  end  of  each  term  as 
dues.  Sickness  of  self  or  family.  «>r  absence 
from. the  locality  of  the  Lou.;c  shall  be  deemed 
.sufficient  excuse,  and  therefore  not  liable  to  the 
fine.  Lodges  shall  furnish  a  suitable  register 
for  members'  signatures,  which  shall  be  in 
charge  of  the  O.  G. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Of  Degrees 

^c<^-  !• — A  member  who  has  been  in  mem- 
bership   one    week   may   make   application    for 
election  to  any  or  all  of  the  three  Subordinate 
Degrees,    which    application    shall     be    accom- 
panied with  the  amount  required  therefor,  and 
be  presented  to  the  Lodge  when  open  in  that 
order  of  business,  when  the  Lodge  shall  ballot 
upon  the  application:  and.  if  not  more  than  two 
black  balls  be  ca-t,  he  shall  '  »  declared  elected; 
if  he  be  rejected,  no  applica     m  shall  be  again 
received  from  him  within  three  months  there- 
after.    The    Lod^e    may    ballot    for    the    three 
Degrees  at  one  time  when  under  that  Order  of 
Business,  or  under  the  Order  of  Xcw  Business, 
but  sh:.M  not  confer  more  than  one  Degree  on 
a  member  at  the  same  meeting,  except  in   the 
case  of  emergency,  when  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
ol  the  members  present  the  three  Degrees  may 
be  conferred  at  the  -ame  meeting. 

Each  Lodge  ^hall  confer  the  Degrees  on  its 
members,  except  in  the  ca>e  of  absence  fr.^m 
the  city,  in  which  ca'^e  the  Brother  shall  be  fur- 
nishod  with  a  certilicate  under  seal,  signed  by 
the  Xohle  Grand,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary. 
auth(,rizini?  another  Lodge  to  confer  the  same, 
pruvidinj::  the  same  is  done  without  charge. 
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All  Candidates  for  Degrees  shall  be  required 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  secret 
work  and  obligation  of  the  preceding  Degree 
before  being  advanced  to  the  next  higher 
Degree. 

Sec.  2. — All  business  other  than  conferring 
the  Degrees  shall  be  conducted  in  the  Third 
Degree. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  Officers 

v^ec.  1. — The  elective  officers  of  this  Lodge 
shall  consist  of  a  Xoble  Grand,  Vice  Grand, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  serve  a 
regular  term  each,  and  the  Lodge  may  elect  a 
Secretary.

Seo.  4.— All  elective  officers,  Warden,  Out-

clear  of  all  pecuniary  charges  on  the  books, 
and  have  attained  the  Third  Degree  previous 
to  installation,  and  all  elective  officers  shall  be 
eligible  for  re-election. 

Sec.  5.— Nominations  for  elective  officers

Rule  4.— The  Grand  Secretary  shall,  at  the 
time  required  by  law,  present  the  appeal,  to- 
gether with  all  the  paper-  in  the  case  received 
by  him.  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appeals  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

Duties  of  the  Warden

that  purpose;  and  to  act  as  chairman  of  the 
Room  CcMumittee.  and  perform  such  other 
dtuies  as  are  prescribed  by  the  charges  of  his 
office. 

ARTICLE   IX. 
Duties  of  the   Outside   Guardian. 

,  The    Outside    Guardian,    in    addition    to    the

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of  the  Warden)  carefully  place  and  replace  the 
regalia,  clean  and  hifht  the  rcxim,  and  perform 
such  other  lahor  as  is  neccs-ary  to  keep  the 
room  in  proper  order  for  the  meetings  of  the 
Lodfje.

the  same  to  the  Financial  Secretary;  to  call 
in  the  loans  or  sue  on  tlie  securities  whenever 
the  Lodge  may  require  tlicm  to  do  so.  The 
evidence  of  every  debt  shall  be  deposited  in 
some  fire-proof  safe  in  the  city,  and  shall  be 
exhibited  in  open  Lodge  when  the  Noble

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Either  or  all  of  the  Trustees  for  a  non-per- 
formance of  duty  or  improper  conduct  may  be 
removed  from  office  if  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present  vote  in  favor  of  such  re- 
n.oval:  Provided,  that  no  removal  can  take 
place  unless  a  resolution  to  that  efifect  shall 
have  been  offered  and  laid  over  for  one  week.

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ARTICLE    XVI. 

Dues. 

Every  member  shall  pay  into  the  General 
Fund  three  (3)  dollars  per  quarter,  which  mu^t 
be  promptly  paid  on  or  before  the  last  regular 
meeting  of  each  quarter. 

ARTICLE  XVIL 
Degrees. 

Sec.  1.  No  degree  shall  be  granted  to  any 
member  who  is  in  arrears  for  dues,  or  against 
whom  are  fines  or  assessments  unpaid,  or 
charges  undetermined.  Three  dollars  shall  be 
charged  for  each  of  the  first  and  second  de- 
gree- and  $4  for  the  third.  When  the  ballot  is

Any  brother  may  apply  for  any  or 
all  of  the  degrees  without  charge,  and  the 
T.odse  shall  confer  the  same:  but  it  is  hereby 
provided  that  the  said  brother  shall  not  by 
virtue  of  having  thus  obtained  degrees  with- 
out charge  be  entitled  to  participate  in  tlie

Sec.  3.  Any  brother  who  has  taken  any  or 
all  of  the  three  degrees  free  of  charge,  may 
apply  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge  to 
pay  for  the  same,  which  application  shall  be 
acted  on  at  the  next  ensuing  regular  meeting 
without  debate.

tliem  from  gaining  a  livelihood  for  themselves 
or  families,  and  otherwise  qualified  in  accord- 
nce  with  Article  TI.  of  the  Constitution.

for  the  next  six  months'  continuous  sicknes>: 
and  four  dollars  per  week  after  twelve  month-' 
continuous  sickness;  and  doctor  and  medicini 
as  provided  tOr  in  Section  3  of  Article  II.  Xo 
members  of  this  Lodge  drawing  sick  benefits 
shall  be  out  before  7  a.m.  or  later  than  7  p.m. 
in  summer,  or  before  9  a.m.  or  later  than  4  p.m. 
in  winter,  unless  by  consent  of  the  medical 
attendant  and  Noble  Grand  of  the  Lodge;  and 
upon  going  out  he  shall  leave  word  for  the 
Visiting  Committee  where  he  has  gone  and 
when  he  will  return.  The  summer  for  sick 
members  shall  be  from  March  21st  to  Sep- 
tember 29th.  and  the  winter  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 


I  lis  benefits  shall  not  commence  more  than 
one  week  previous  to  the  time  of  being  reported
